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A  few  facts  of  interest  regarding  the  City  of  Portland.  Population,  United 
States  census  of  1910,  207,214. 

At  a  city  election  held  in  1910,  an  expenditure  of  $2,500,000  was  authorized 
for  the  construction  and  operation  of  a  system  of  Public  Docks.  Active  work 
is  now  being  done  towards  carrying  out  the  law,  in  order  that  full  advantage 
may  be  had  of  the  great  traffic  sure  to  follow  the  completion  of  the  Panama 
Canal. 

The  Celilo  Canal,  a  Government  project,  for  further  opening  of  the  upper 
Columbia  River,  on  a  continuing  contract  basis,  will  be  completed  at  near  the 
same  date  as  the  Panama  Canal,  giving  Portland  a  large  tributary  territory 
with  freight  rates  regulated  by  water  transportation. 

Portland  has  the  largest  tributary  territory,  exclusively  dependent  upon  it 
commercially,  of  any  city  in  the  United  States,  the  Columbia  basin  alone 
having  over  250,000  square  miles.  This  territory,  as  well  as  the  great  Willam¬ 
ette  Valley  and  other  smaller  valleys,  has  vast  undeveloped  resources,  is  being 
rapidly  settled,  and  will  make  Portland  one  of  the  greatest  cities  of  the  Pacific 
Coast,  if  not  the  greatest. 

Portland’s  harbor,  and  the  channel  to  the  sea,  down  the  majestic  Columbia 
River,  are  being  rapidly  improved  by  Federal  and  municipal  aid,  and  it  is  expect¬ 
ed  that  by  the  time  the  Panama  Canal  is  completed,  our  public  docks  constructed, 
and  the  Columbia  River  opened  so  steamers  can  go  from  Portland  inland  nearly 
400  miles;  that  there  will  be  a  channel  40  feet  deep  and  3000  feet  wide  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Columbia;  30  feet  deep  and  200  feet  wide  from  the  mouth  to 
Portland,  and  both  at  lowest  low  water. 

Portland  with  its  present  harbor  conditions,  ships  more  lumber  than  any 
port  in  the  world;  exports  more  wheat  than  any  city  in  the  United  States,  and 
has  sent  from  her  docks  the  largest  cargo  of  flour  ever  floated,  on  the  steam¬ 
ship  Algoa,  and  the  largest  cargo  of  lumber  ever  floated  on  the  steamship 
Knight  of  the  Garter.

The  Portland  Chamber  of  Commerce  begs  to  point  out  to  ship¬ 
owners  the  customary  charges  which  ships  loading  here  may  expect 
to  incur: 

BAR  PILOTAGE. — This  charge  is  not  compulsory.  Pilotage  is 
under  the  direction  of  The  Port  of  Portland  Commission,  a  Municipal 
Corporation.  The  Commission  conducts  both  Pilotage  and  Towage  in 
a  most  efficient  manner — this  being  their  sole  object.  Pilots  are  kept 
on  the  bar  at  all  times,  either  in  a  power  and  sail  pilot  boat  or  tow 
boat.  In  good  weather  a  tow  boat  is  kept  outside  the  bar  and  in 
stormy  weather  it  will  be  kept  either  off  the  bar  or  inside  the  jetty, 
within  a  short  distance  of  the  ocean. 

Masters  are  strongly  recommended  not  to  attempt  to  ENTER  the 
river  without  pilots,  except  in  cases  of  grave  emergency. 

RIVER  PILOTAGE  is  not  compulsory,  the  Port  of  Portland  un¬ 
dertaking  to  man  their  tow  boats  with  capable  pilots  in  order  to  abate 
this  unnecessary  expense.  The  towing  is  done  by  stern-wheel  boats 
of  high  power,  lashed  firmly  to  the  quarter  of  the  ship,  from  which 
it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  absolutely  no  need  of  an  additional  pilot. 
Your  special  attention  is  called  to  these  facts,  as  Masters  may  be  ap¬ 
proached  by  river  pilots  and  solicited  to  employ  their  services.  These 
remarks  apply  only  to  sailing  vessels ;  steamers  require  pilots  in  all 
cases,  their  charges  being  $2.00  per  foot  of  draft  and  2  cents  per  ton 
net  register,  up  or  down  the  river,  and  $7.50  for  each  move  in  the 
harbor. 

LINING  FOR  WHEAT  CARGOES.— This  should  be  done  by  con¬ 
tract,  and  should  not  exceed  $50.00  to  $85.00  per  sailing  ship,  accord¬ 
ing  to  size,  and  $150.00  to  $250.00  per  steamship,  according  to  size,  in 
addition  to  the  cost  of  lumber,  which  will  average  about  $12.50  per  M, 
and  burlap  at  6  cents  per  yard,  and  nails. 

LINING  FOR  FLOUR  CARGOES  costs  10  to  15  per  cent  more 
than  for  wheat  cargoes. 

SEAMEN.— The  maximum  charge  allowed  by  law  for  seamen  is 
$10.  At  present  there  is  no  licensed  sailor  boarding  house,  but  there 
are  licensed  shipping  masters.  Captains  are  free  to  employ  their  own 


sailors.

10  cents  per  ton  extra  for  discharging  cargo  on  barges,  cars  or 
into  hoppers,  excepting  structural  and  railroad  iron,  which 
is  15  cents  per  ton ;  hauling  of  barges  or  vessels  or  steam 
hoists  to  be  charged  to  vessel. 

Cargo  to  be  delivered  and  received  within  reach  of  ship’s  tackle. 
Vessels  to  defray  actual  cost  for  rigging  up  and  preparing  for  cargo 
and  time  lost  by  longshoremen  standing  by  at  vessel’s  side.  Outside 
of  Portland  one-half  day  is  the  minimum  charge  for  each  longshore¬ 
man.  Longshoremen  reporting  for  work  and  there  being  no  cargo 
ready  for  handling  are  paid  for  one  hour  by  vessels  in  Portland. 
Vessels  supply  gear. 

BALLAST.— Discharged  at  Linnton,  four  miles  below  Portland, 
vessel  paying  five  cents  per  ton  for  hauling  away  additional  to  the 
stevedoring  charges.  BALLAST. — Can  be  had  by  vesels  delivered 
aboard  at  from  90  cents  to  $1.15  per  ton  of  2240  lbs.,  according  to 
quality.  Vessels  use  ballast  logs  at  $25.00  after  ballast  is  out. 

ENTRANCES  AND  CLEARANCES.— All  vessels  must  enter  and 
clear  at  Astoria  and  Portland.  The  quarantine  station  is  at  Astoria. 
Masters  should  give  notice  to  the  U.  S.  Immigration  officers  24  hours 
previous  to  clearing.  Masters  should  procure  copy  of  Port  Regula¬ 
tions  from  the  Harbor  Master  on  arrival  at  Portland. 

BUNKERS. — Can  be  had  at  Portland  from  electric  tips  or  con¬ 
veyors  at  current  prices.  Ordinary  bunkers  can  be  supplied  at  about 
100  tons  per  hour,  the  cost  of  trimming  varying  from  10  to  25  cents 
per  ton,  according  to  build  of  vessel. 

MISCELLANEOUS. — All  protections  clubs  are  represented  in  Port¬ 
land.  All  important  nations  have  Consular  representatives  here. 
Lloyds  and  other  Bureaus  have  surveyors  and  agents  stationed  in  Port¬ 
land.  There  is  a  privately  owned  tug  service  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Columbia,  also  two  privately  owned  dry  docks  at  Portland.
